Report of The School Department 


To the Superintending School Committee and to 
the Citizens of Friendship: 


‘This is my twenty-fifth annual report of schools. 


At the close of the last school year, the Committee 
elected a man teacher to succeed Mrs. Gray, who*had 
resigned after two years as teacher of the seventh and 
eighth grades. The teacher chosen,decided to accept 
employment elsewhere and Miss Frances Crooker of 
Washington, Maine, was employed. 


I believe that the schools of the town are good and 
efficient and that the methods are sound. From time 
to time improvements are introduced as equipment and 
financial means make this possible. 


During the past spring there seemed to be a lot 
of dissatisfaction with the Lawry School. For years 
it had been apparent that the pupils in this one rural 
school were not receiving and could not hope to re- 
ceive advantages at all comparable with those en- 
joyed by the pupils at the Village School. Moreover 
there were problems that made the school unsatis- 
factory to the parents and to the teachers, who have 
served there in recent years. At a special town meet- 
ing it was voted to close the school. At a second spe- 
cial town meeting it was voted to open the school in 
the fall. At this point the State Department advised 
the local school officials that the school having been 
legally closed by the first special town meeting could 
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not bé reopened until the schoolhouse was put into 
condition acceptable to the State. The required changes 
would require the expenditure of more than $2000.00 
according to the estimate of the representative of the 
Department. At a later special town meeting the citi- 
zens failed to provide funds for these changes and so 
the school could not be reopened without danger of 
forfeiting our State School Funds. The children have 
been conveyed to the Village School. Had the town 
supplied the money it would have been impossible to 
have obtained the materials necessary for the required 
changes. With the present shortage of teachers it is 
doubtful if a teacher capable of handling the situation 
there could have been. obtained and kept. The pupils 
have done much better in the Village School and seem 
to be contented. The citizens have the power to order 
this school reopened by their vote at the annual meet- 
ing, but the required improvements to the building 
would be expensive, and the opportunities to the 
children of the district would be very much inferior 
to those now enjoyed by them. If the interests of the 
children are considered it would seem certain that 
this school will be kept closed. 


During the past year school expenses have mounted 
everywhere, and these will be greater next year. 
There-is a bill in the State Legislature to raise the 
salary of all teachers to $1500.00. “ Another bill would 
give somewhat less at first but would raise all salaries 
one hundred dollars a year for the next six years, 
‘‘ which would in the long run be the more expensive. 
In each of these bills there is a provision for an in- 
creased State School Fund for the towns in case the 
bill shall be adopted. Im the case of the first bill 
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enough would be provided to bring our present sal- 
ary scale up to requirements. Even with this help 
from the State, an increased school budget appropria- 
tion will be necessary. In consideration of this pend- 
ing legislation, it would be difficult at present to esti- 
mate the amount needed for the coming year. Some 
development may come before the time of the town 
meeting so that more intelligent estimates may then 
be possible. 


A plan of extending the teachers’ salary payments 
over all twelve months was adopted this year. This 
was favored by the teachers and is in force in thou- 
sands of school systems. This plan presents some dif- 
ficulties in municipal bookkeeping, and in the pres- 
ent year made it possible to avoid an overdrawn ac- 
count. There is now due the teachers but not yet paid 
the sum of $1156.50 of which almost two hundred dol- 
lars must be paid to the Retirement and pension funds 
at the State Department and would have been with- 
held even with the former 18 payment year. 


While the accounts show an overdraft at present, 
the schools by opening early in the fall, are further 
along in the work of the school year than is usual at 
this season. Had they been running no longer than 
they had at this date last year, there would be a small 
balance and a smaller amount unpaid. 


Books and supplies have been hard to procure and 
very high in price. Some orders have been very much 
delayed and it has been possible to get materials only 
by placing orders far in advance of the needs. 


Last spring an oil burner was installed in the heat- 
ing plant at the Village School. This has proven more 
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efficient and in view of the uncertainty of the coal 
market would seem to have been a wise step. The ap- 
propriation for Repairs and Equipment was by this 
expense much reduced so that the Committee has been 
guarded in expenditures in order to avoid overdraw- 
‘ing this account. 


The High School Tuition account shows a balance, 
but bills not presented when the town books were 
closed must be paid later. There is a bill pending in 
the legislature giving secondary schools the right to 
increase tuition charges to more nearly meet their 
expenses. If this is passed as seems probable, it must 
be considered in making this appropriation. 


The Parent-Teachers Association furnished nearly 
all the money for a movie-sound projector for the > 
schools. This machine cost nearly five hundred dol- 
lars and is of inestimable advantage in giving scien- 
tific and civic instruction to the pupils. It also fur- 
nishes good entertainment and makes the school more 
attractive. 


In behalf of the pupils of Friendship, I thank this 
Public spirited onganization for its many unselfish 
services. 


I thank the Selectmen, Treasurer and School Com- 
mittee’ for the cooperation given me and also thank the 
Citizens for their continued support.

FRIENDSHIP 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
ANNUAL REPORT 
1946 


It is almost a year since your present public health 
nurse began work in this area, and it is now time to 
review the year’s activities and report to you on the 
work accomplished. 


Kighteen visits have been made to your town, and all 
phases of a generalized public health program covered. 
Most of the time has been spent in home visits, — to 
expectant mothers, mothers of infants, preschool and 
school children. Health supervision, advice and in- 
structions in child care and improved nutrition have 
been given. Emphasis has been made on the preven- 
tive aspects of health, stressing early immunization. 
Tuberculosis control and prevention has been a part 
of this year’s program. Two chest X-ray Clinics in 
Rockland, conducted by the State Bureau of Health, 
have made it easier for patients to have this follow-up. 


Two school immunization clinics were held in the 
spring. One hundred and three protective doses were 
given by a physician against smallpox and diphtheria. 


Three Child Health Conferences were conducted in 
the summer months. All infants and preschool child- 
ren in town were invited for a physical examination 
by a physician and protective immunization against 
whooping cough, diphtheria and smallpox. 


Both these special projects were made possible through 
the interest and cooperation of Mrs. Myrna Simmons 
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and Mrs. Foster, who served as a Health Committee 
and assisted the nurse at both the school clinics and 
Child Health Conferences. Through them and the 
local Red. Cross, who offered necessary funds, three 
children had much needed tonsil operations this fall. 


The cooperation of these persons is very much appre- 
ciated by your nurse and it is hoped that with their 
continued help and the help of others, it may be pos- 
sible to extend the health program this coming year. -
